1. This application has been examined. Claims 1,3-4,6-13,30,34-41,45-46 and 50-56 
are being allowed over the prior art of record. Prosecution on the merits is closed in this 
application. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record teaches different ways of selecting a pass code for limiting 
access to a media tray. However the prior art of record fails to teach, or suggest the 
claimed limitations of (in combination with all other features in the claims), a method or 
computer program for limiting access to a media tray by defining a target pass code 
associated with a media tray of a network device by selecting the media tray (or 
sensing a characteristic of the media in the media tray) and receiving the target pass 
code from a user via a user interface associated with the network device having 
and restricting access to the media tray to print jobs codes having a job pass code 
corresponding with the target pass code., as recited by the independent claims.
